Copies of the foreign references are enclosed. 

European reference EP0595282B1 corresponds to Canadian reference CA2109397. The English 
abstract for German reference DE33 10867 is not available at this time. 

German reference DE3708050 relates to known holding devices designed as transportable 

containers which have an opening on one side for the introduction and removal of the continuously cast 
pieces. These heavy and cumbersome containers are disadvantageous for material tracking since the 
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continuously cast piece introduced last has to be removed first. In order to simplify material tracking and to 
allow the continuously cast pieces to be transported from the continuous casting installation to the rolling 
mill with the aid of simple means, the holding device is designed as a stationary through-feed chamber (5). 
The through-feed chamber makes it possible to roll continuously cast pieces from the casting temperature, 
only slight heating being required before rolling.
